E rigeron decumbens ssp. decumbens, 
commonly known as Willamette 
daisy, is a small lavender wildflower in 
the Asteraceae family. It is endemic to 


the Willamette Valley, and was once 
abundant in the valley's upland prairies 
and wetlands. As land use in the Willa- 
mette Valley has been mostly dedicated 
to urban and agricultural uses, habitat 
for Willamette daisy has become de- 
graded and fragmented. Willamette 
daisy was considered extinct after the 
last collection was made in the 1930s, 
until two populations were discovered 
in the 1980s. Since then, about 18 ad- 
ditional populations have been identi- 
fied. Willamette daisy is now listed as 
a federally endangered species (in part, 
a result of action by the NPSO). Due 
to this listing, the four populations on 
public land receive federal protection. 
The number of individuals 
estimated to comprise the known 
populations is still dangerously small, 
approximately 7,500. More than half 
of these plants are in just four popula- 
tions in the West Eugene Wetlands. 
Consequently, there are many conser- 
vation efforts taking place around the 
Willamette Valley. As an intern for the 
Institute for Applied Ecology, I partici- 
pated in a reintroduction project on 
Bald Hill. Bald Hill is a city-managed 
park on the outskirts of Corvallis. The 
outplanting site is characterized by oak 


savannah habitat. The city has been 
working to restore and maintain the 
prairie habitats with mowing and burn- 
ing and JAE has previously been in- 
volved in several efforts to reintroduce 
Kincaid’s lupine to Bald Hill. 

Prior to this project, Bald Hill 
had three patches of Willamette daisy, 
and a study looking at seed set and 
viability found that less than 2% of 
the seeds were filled. This presented 
two different issues. First, if new _ 
plants were not reintroduced to Bald 
Hill, this population was likely to be 
extirpated. Second, there were very 
few seeds from the local population 
to use for a reintroduction effort. In 
response to these issues, this project 
focused on creating two new patches 
of Willamette daisy on Bald Hill using 
plants grown from two different source 
populations, Muddy Creek and Baskett 
Butte. These populations were selected 
because of their proximity and rela- 
tively large sizes; however, these sites 
do differ slightly in their habitat type. 
Muddy Creek is a relatively wet prairie, 
Baskett Butte is an upland prairie and 
the habitat at Bald Hill is somewhat 
intermediate between the two. Using

A New Underwater Mushroom Discovered in the Rogue River!

| summer, Robert A. Coffan, a hydrologist and adjunct Professor in the Department of Environmental Studies at South- 
ern Oregon University, contacted me and said that he had found a mushroom growing underwater. He e-mailed me a digi- 
tal image and, indeed, it looked like a mushroom fruiting underwater. In August, he took Jonathan Frank and me to a site on 
the upper Rogue River where we found dozens of fruiting bodies in the river channel, some growing out of the silt on the river 
bottom, others attached to gravel or wood. On close examination, we found that the mushrooms looked somewhat like the 
inky caps of the genus Coprinus, and keyed out to a closely related genus Psathyrella. We observed these mushrooms fruiting 
over 11 weeks in clear, cold, flowing water. At the Biotech Center of Southern Oregon University, Jonathan sequenced a short 
region of fungal-specific DNA that matched the sequence of Psathyrella. The specimens we collected did not fit exactly to any 
of the 400 species in Alexander Smith’s monograph of the North American species of Psathyrella. Based on morphology, DNA, 
and habitat, we concluded that it was a new species and have proposed the name Psathyrella aquatica. A manuscript has been 
submitted to Mycologia. This is the first report of a mushroom with true gills that is fruiting underwater. 

This particular river habitat combines the characteristics of spring-fed flows, clear, cold, aerated water with woody debris 
and aquatic mosses in shallow depths on a fine volcanic substrate. The presence of nitrogen-fixing cyanobacteria near fruiting 
body attachment sites suggests a source of nitrogen in an otherwise clear stream. This observation adds to the biodiversity of 
stream fungi that degrade woody substrates. 


Rare Plant

he Rare and Endangered Plants 

Committee has initiated a proj- 
ect to describe briefly each of the rare 
and endangered Oregon plant species 
listed by the Federal and Oregon State 
governments. So far, three descrip- 
tions with photographs have been 
posted on the NPSO website under the 
committee's heading: Stephanomeria 
malheurensis, Erigeron decumbens vat. 
decumbens, and Lupinus sulphureus ssp. 
kincaidii. Since many NPSO members 
have significant and often first-hand 
knowledge of Oregon’s rare plants, we 
invite you to join with us to provide 
additional write-ups. The descriptions 
should be about 1—2 pages long, pho- 
tographs may be either your own or 
obtained from various public venues 
(Oregon Flora Project, Oregon Natural 
Heritage Information Center, etc.). 
Already posted write-ups are suitable 
as models for your own presentations. 
Each write-up will be posted for about 
three months and then will remain 
available on the site. I will be happy 
to facilitate preparation of the write- 
ups by helping you find source ma- 
terials and by editing your text when 
appropriate.

the two different sources increases the 
probability of successful establishment 
(a strategy of “hedging our bets”). In 
addition, by monitoring the establish- 
ment and survival of these plants, this 
project will help to determine the de- 
gree to which populations have become 
adapted to local conditions. 

After seeds from Baskett Butte 
and Muddy Creek were collected and 
sorted, they were place in a cold room 
for three months for stratification. 
After cold stratification, they were 
germinated in a warm room, then the 
seedlings were grown in small pots and 
transplanted as plugs. This method of 
reintroduction is more labor intensive 
than simply spreading seeds, but the 
success rate is much higher, and with 
such a limited amount of seed to work 
with, is necessary. In addition to IAE 
and, city staff members, several volun- 
teers assisted with planting. 

There really is much to consider 
in undertaking a reintroduction proj- 
ect, which at first may not be obvious. 
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The flowers of Willamette daisy (Erigeron decumbens). 


What type of habitat should the seeds 
come from? How far should the source 
of seeds be? What area would be the 
best host for reintroduction? What is 
the best method for reintroduction? 


What management techniques should 
be utilized? This and my participation 
in other conservation projects helped 
me gain valuable insight to these tech- 
nical and ethical questions.

Toyon also discovered further north in California than previously recognized—so far north in fact, 


that it’s actually in Oregon!

oyon (Heteromeles arbutifolia) 

has long been one of California's 
more celebrated native shrubs.* While 
toyon is widely reported to be found in 
the (entire) “California Floristic Prov- 
ince,” it wasn't until the early 1980s 
that it was found to occur north of the 
Salmon and Klamath Rivers in Hum- 
boldt and western Siskiyou Counties, 
California. 

Frank Callahan, tree and plant 
finder extraordinaire, first made its 
farthest north discovery (but first 
then in California) in 1983, along the 
Smith River and Del Norte County’s 
Highway 199, and sent specimens to 
herbariums at OSU and SOU. Then, 
in November 2006 another Del Norte 
County population was located (by this 
author) just slightly north of the previ- 
ous site, below a delightful riverside 
meadow called Pappas Flat, just off of 
Hwy. 199, north and west of the town 
of Gasquet, in the Six River National 
Forests’ Smith River National Recre- 
ation Area. 

Never to be out done, I guess, 
Frank Callahan has now, most recently, 
re-established his previous, modestly 
held and (unfortunately) little heralded 
record for the discovery of the most 
northern known occurrence of toyon. 
This time he didn't spend as much 
time fooling around in northern Cali- 
fornia, but went for the gusto—straight 
to Oregon where this last fall, Frank 
located the first-ever record Oregon 
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population of toyon growing along a 
flat along the North Fork of the Smith 
River. The specific location is at Sour- 
dough Camp, a remote campground 
in the Siskiyou National Forest just 1.6 
miles north of the stateline, in south- 
ernmost western Oregon (T41S R11W 
Sec.11 to be exact.) Frank e-mailed me 
excitedly: “I took the road to hell to get 
there, aka Wimer Rd., and spent most 
of my time clearing the road of boul- 
ders and cutting blow-down timber. It 
would have been no fun if a freeway 
led to the site!” 

Mostly thought of as a prominent 
component of California’s drought- 
adapted chaparral and oak woodland 
habitats, in California toyon is also 
found in mixed evergreen forest up to 
about 4000’ in elevation. A shrub or 
small tree, this monotypic genus in the 
Rose family averages 5—15' in height 
in its previously described California 
range. Its shiny, dark, evergreen foliage, 
particularly with its bright red berries 
ripening in December, have also given 
it the common names: “Christmas 
berry” and “California holly.” The 
leaves, which average 2—4" long, are el- 
liptic in outline and finely serrated. 

While some dispute the claim, 
it has often been repeated by numer- 
ous writers that this holly berried-like 
shrub, common in much of southern 
California’s brush cover hills, was how 
the city of “Hollywood” got its name.

NABA Invertebrate Conservation Talk 


What Good Are Bugs? The Case for Invertebrate Conservation

The extreme southern end of its na- 
tive range also extends beyond the 
Californias most southern border as 
well, slightly into Baja California. The 
sometimes recognized variety macro- 
carpa, possessing slightly larger fruits, 
is also found on portions of California's 
Channel Islands. While still primarily 
a California state native, toyon also oc- 
curs in Hawaii where it was introduced 
and where, at least in one place (Mauna 
Kea State Park), it is now naturalized. 
While considered to be “child-safe” 
for a Christmas wreath, the bright 
red berries of toyon taste similar to an 
overripe, mealy dry apple. Because the 
plant contains cyanogenic glycosides 
which can form highly toxic cyanide 
(particularly documented in the rumen 
or stomach of goats), it is recommend- 
ed that the raw berries never be eaten 
in any large quantity. Many Indian 
tribes, first cooked them by roasting 
or boiling them, or as the Karuks did: 
placing the berries on a basket plate 
near a fire. Cooking may also remove 
the slightly bitter taste of the fresh 
fruit. Reportedly a “pleasant cider” was 
also made from these berries by Span- 
ish Californians and early settlers. Of 
course, birds such as cedar waxwings, 
as well as squirrels and other wildlife, 
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rely on the abundant berries during 
the often less food abundant winter 
months. 

To better protect toyon’s northern 
location near Pappas Flat in the Smith 
River NRA in California, Oregon 
Wild and others have asked the Forest 
Service to provide controlled motor- 
ized access by closing and regulating 
an existing (but still unlocked) gated 
road leading to where the toyon grows. 
However, so far the Forest Service has 
expressed little interest in this idea, say- 
ing it instead plans to place boulders 
around a parking area to be established 
at the flat. Last year a motorcycle did 
donuts in the meadow, and a nearby 
madrone tree was shot up for even 
more “fun”.** 

The just discovered Sourdough Flat 
toyon site, also a long time destination 
of ATV riders and the high clearance 
vehicle crowd, should similarly be 
evaluated to try to reduce the chance of 
Oregon’s newest discovered shrub there 
unknowingly being turned into wiener 
and marshmallow roasting sticks, or 
burned for fuel in somebody's campfire. 

If you wish to see some of these 
northernmost toyon pioneers, your 
most accessible location is to find them 
along Hwy. 199 in northern California 
just east of Del Norte County’s Hard- 
scrabble Creek. Area botanist Veva 
Stansell of Pistol River, Oregon had

reported several plants (to this author) 
along Hwy. 199. An investigation in 
the fall of 2006 found these plants to 
be located between the highway’s 10.5 
and 11.75 mile posts along Del Norte 
County's Hwy. 199 in the same general 
locale the Callahan specimens were first 
collected in 1983. 

While one of the nicest and easily 
observed toyon shrubs occurs just above 
Hwy. 199 at the 10.5 mile post, it was 
unexpectedly and severely damaged by 
telephone or utility line clearing activi- 
ties in June 2007. Unfortunately, at 
the time not contained on the Forest 
Service’s comprehensive Gasquet spe- 
cies plant list, Cal Trans, too, had no 
prior knowledge of its occurrence in the 
area. Thus, somewhat belatedly, both 
agencies have now been informed of 
the plant's specific locations. Cal Trans 
in particular is now to be congratulated 
for recent plans to restore or enhance 
the species along its Highway 199 ease- 
ment, even though the damage to this 
one stately plant was no fault of theirs. 

Clare Golec and other Cal Trans 
project biologists visited the Hwy. 199 
sites in August 2007 and announced 
they intend to take local cuttings to 
grow to expand the native population 
and re-vegetate a site where an ex- 
panded, but existing Hwy. 199 bridge 
is being built over Hardscrabble Creek. 
Related information will also thus be 
added to the state highway agency's 
data base in attempts to avoid unneces- 
sary disturbances in the future. 


* In checking with various herbaria, 
I also learned that the latest, correct 
scientific name for toyon is now Het- 
eromeles salicifolia (C.Presl) Abrams. 
This name will soon come into wide 
use, as it is already being used at some 
herbaria and their databases. 


** Also, to request the Forest Service 
better protect the toyon and the Pappas 
Flat area by appropriately restricting 
unfettered OHV access to the Pappas

Spiranthes stellata, Starry Ladies’-tresses, 
The Newest Orchid Species in Western North America

EF: some years, a distinctive Spiran- 
thes in the Sierra Nevada range of 
eastern California has attracted the at- 
tention of botanists. These orchids are 
unlike either S. romanzoffiana Chamis- 
so, which is widespread in the region, 
or S. porrifolia Lindley, which is local 
to rare in the mountains. The distinc- 
tive plants are common in the moderate 
elevation fen meadows found through- 
out Yosemite National Park (YNP) 
and have been observed as far north as 
southern Oregon and as far south as 


Tulare County, California. 
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Five currently recognized species of 
Spiranthes are found west of the Rocky 
Mountains in North America. Two 
of them, S. infernalis Sheviak and S. 
delitescens Sheviak, are locally endemic 
to southwest Nevada and southeast 
Arizona, respectively. A third species, S. 
diluvialis Sheviak, is known primarily 
from Colorado but with small popu- 
lations in Utah, Idaho, Washington, 
Wyoming, and western Nebraska. The 
two remaining species are S. porrifolia 
from California, Oregon, southern 
Washington, western Nevada, and 
western Idaho, and the circumboreal 
and widespread S. romanzoffiana. Only 
the latter two species have been re- 
corded from northern California and 
southern Oregon, but the presence of 
another Spiranthes unlike the others 
has been noted in this area as well by 
previous researchers (Coleman, 1995; 
Sheviak, 1990). Coleman (1995) 
photo-documented and made note of 
a Spiranthes, particularly in Yosemite 
National Park, California, that was 
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relatively common and that appeared 
intermediate between S. romanzoffiana 
and S. porrifolia. At the time, these 
plants were generally considered to 
be a local race of S. romanzoffiana, 
although when compared with typi- 
cal S. romanzoffiana growing within 
the park several notable differences 
were observed. Coleman mentioned 
that perhaps they represented a hybrid 
between the more common S. roman- 
zoffiana and the locally much rarer S. 
porrifolia—or even a new species. With 
scattered individual plants this hybrid 
theory may be sound, but the mystery 
Spiranthes grows in great abundance 
in YNP. Interestingly, only in Yosemite 
does one of the proposed parents (S. 
romanzoffiana) grow with or near any 
of the plants in question, and then 
only at one site. A closer inspection of 
the distinctive aspects of these plants 
revealed that both morphological and 
molecular data support their recogni- 
tion as a new species, described below.

ou can help collect important cli- 

mate change data on the timing 
of leafing and flowering in your area 
through Project BudBurst. This na- 
tional field campaign targets native tree 
and flower species across the country. 
With your help, valuable environmen- 
tal and climate change information will 
be gathered and compiled from around 
the United States. 

Project Budburst was initiated in 
2007 by the Plant Conservation Alli- 
ance, an 11 federal agency partnership 
including the USDA Forest Service, 
and many other partners including 
universities, botanic gardens and the 
National Science Foundation. 

Last year’s event drew thousands 


of people of all ages taking careful 


observations of the phenological events 
such as the first bud burst, first leafing, 
first flower, and seed or fruit dispersal 
of a diversity of tree and flower species, 
including natives, weeds and ornamen- 
tals. The citizen science observations 
and records were entered into the Bud- 
Burst data base. As a result of the pilot 
field campaign, useful data was collect- 
ed in a consistent way across the coun- 
try so that scientists can use it to learn 
about the responses of individual plant 
species to climatic variation locally, 
regionally, and nationally, and to detect 
longer-term impacts of climate change 
by comparing with historical data.

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One Good Deed Leads to Another Orchid

story I wrote for the August/ 

September 2006 issue of the 
NPSO Bulletin (“Stalking the Ancient 
Asparagus, a.k.a. Spiranthes porrifolia’) 
documented help received from local 
plant enthusiasts Veva Stansell and Kay 
Butler in my search for fresh samples 
of this terrestrial orchid. I was after 
the fresh sample because an herbarium 
specimen of it collected in 1949 from 
Curry County by William H. (not 
T.) Baker yielded perplexing results 
in my DNA study of the Spiranthes 
‘family tree’, at least at that time. The 
only two samples I could get of this 
species then were old ones from Or- 
egon and southern California, so they 
didn't work for all gene regions tested. 
But what did work was not S. por- 
rifolia (creamy ladies’-tresses), or so it 
seemed. The Oregon sample partially 
matched what I had already genotyped 
as S. infernalis (Ash Meadows ladies’- 
tresses) from Nevada, and the San 
Diego specimen matched yet another 
species, S. romanzoffiana (hooded 
ladies -tresses). 

Then fresh samples of what volun- 
teer collectors thought was Spiranthes 
porrifolia slowly started trickling in. 
After Veva offered her recent USFS 
herbarium specimen from the Agness 
area, I continued south into California 
and did my own collecting. About the 
same time, others heard of my plight 
and began sending me samples. Two 
were indeed S. porrifolia when com- 
pared genetically with my new samples 
and the entire genus—one from my 


British friend Mike Parsons, and an- 
other from Veva’s friend Don Heller, 
both collected in Curry County, OR. 

The third sample, from Hope 
Stubbs who had read the NPSO article 
and attended the 2006 Native Orchid 
Conference in Ashland, was different 
again, though. It did not match either 
S. porrifolia, S. infernalis, or S. roman- 
zoffiana. In fact, the picture she sent 
didn't look like any of them either. But 
it did look like a photograph in Ron 
Coleman's book, The Wild Orchids of 
California (1995), in which he sug- 
gested it might be a hybrid between 
S. porrifolia and S. romanzoffiana. My 
collaborator, Dr. Ken Cameron of the 
New York Botanical Garden (now at 
the University of Wisconsin), and I 
were again perplexed because it’s hard 
to make a case for anything based on 
one sample—after all, it could just be 
a fluke. 

However, the article about Veva 
and questionable identity of local Spi- 
ranthes sparked the curiosity of your 
Bulletin editor Tanya Harvey. She soon 
sent me pictures of some of the same 
unusual Spiranthes that Hope had pho- 
tographed, as well as more easily iden- 
tifiable S. romanzoffiana and S. por- 
rifolia, so we arranged for her to collect 
some samples, also from the Cascade 
mountains of Oregon. Tanya's samples 
turned out nearly identical to Hope’s 
one sample. Several months later we re- 
ceived yet another sample of almost the 
same genotype from the Sierra Nevada 
mountains of California.

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Ken and I began to realize that 
wed uncovered a new species through 
our molecular phylogeny project, but 
we hadn't ‘met it in person’ ourselves. 
In the summer of 2007 though, anoth- 
er orchidologist, Paul Martin Brown, 
did meet the new species personally 
in Yosemite National Park. Paul and I 
were well acquainted from his sampling 
participation in our project, and we ex- 
citedly shared the news of our findings 
(and mutual name choice). So we de- 
cided to team up and combine a mor- 
phological and molecular description 
of this new orchid species, Spiranthes 
stellata (starry ladies’-tresses). An ac- 
count of the morphological description 
appears in this issue, and the entire 
article is easily accessed at: http://wiki. 
terrorchid.org/tow:journals in North 
American Native Orchid Journal 14(1): 
3-21. 

As for the identity of the original 
specimen collected by Baker in 1949 
from the Agness area, it groups with 
Spiranthes porrifolia, re-identified by 
Dr. Charles Sheviak from Spiranthes 
romanzoffiana on the herbarium sheet. 
But that leaves another mystery— 
why did it first group with the rare S. 
infernalis from Nevada? As seen from 
the phylogenetic trees in Part II of the 
article mentioned above, S. infernalis 
is so closely related to S. porrifolia that 
in some gene regions we sequenced, it 
could not be distinguished. 

The role of volunteer collectors has 
been crucial to our molecular phylog- 
eny project since its inception in 2002. 
Most of these collectors have been 
either regional book authors or avid 
enthusiasts of native orchids. We never 
would have been able to sample all the 
Spiranthes species across North America 
ourselves. In this instance, the generous 
volunteerism begun by Veva and con- 
tinued by Hope and Tanya provided us 
the opportunity to contribute molecu- 
lar evidence, an important emerging 
feature type, to the description of this 
new species. As collecting partners in 
our project, they too have helped solve 
these mysteries and advance science.

Although Spiranthes stellata may 
possess some of the characters of S. 
romanzoffiana and S. porrifolia, such as 
similar color and general flower form, 
it has many morphological features that 
are unique and which clearly separate it 
well from either of those taxa. Perhaps 


the most notable feature is seen at first 
observation when the spikes of white, 
star-shaped flowers dot the meadows. 
The slender, pointed, wide-spreading 
sepals and lip on the loosely spaced in- 
florescences give the flowers a star-like 
appearance. It is interesting to mention 
that unbeknownst to each other, both 
Brown and Dueck made this observa- 
tion and immediately selected stellata as 
a species epithet should the new species 
eventually be published. 

Plants of Spiranthes stellata have 
thick tuberous roots that descend rather 
than spread horizontally and the bud 
for the next season is immediately ad- 
jacent to the current season's growth. 
Alison Colwell (pers. comm.) noted 
that, after most plants in the meadows 
had senesced for the season (early Oc- 
tober) and there was no evidence of 
other orchids, plants of S. stellata were 
easily seen by their sturdy brown fruit- 
ing stalks and the tiny green bud for the 


next year's growth. It is also important 
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to note that in most Spiranthes species, 
which are typically single-ranked and 
loosely-flowered, inflorescences do occur 
with crowded flowers that appear to be 
multiple-ranked. This characteristic, as 
well as direction of the spiral, is variable 
from year to year on individual plants. 


Relationships of Spiranthes stellata 


Coleman (1995) suggested that the 
then-unknown plants described here 
as Spiranthes stellata could be hybrids, 
as they had characters of both other 
Spiranthes species in the region. When 
Spiranthes hybrids are found, they usu- 
ally, as do most hybrids, occur with 
both parents nearby in a mixed popula- 
tion. The distribution of S. romanzof- 
frana extends well away in all directions 
from the Sierra Nevada-Cascade rang- 
es, whereas S. porrifolia is more limited, 
being found primarily in California 
with a few sites in Oregon, southern 
Washington and northwestern Nevada, 
but their ranges do overlap. However, 
except in one site in Yosemite National 
Park, neither of the other two species 
is present with S. stedlata at the sites 
studied. Plants of S. stellata appear to 
prefer a typical bog or fen setting, such 
as that of a wet Sphagnum meadow 
or fen abundant in forbs and several 
other orchid species, including in some 
sites the recently described and locally 
endemic Platanthera yosemitensis (Col- 
well et al., 2007). Although it would 
not be unreasonable for the other two 
species to co-occur in the same habitat, 
S. porrifolia is much more frequent in 
a seep/streamside environment in the 
interior and wet bluffs along the West 
Coast, while S. romanzoffiana, on the 
other hand, grows in a wide variety of 
damp to wet areas from open gravels 
to mossy turfs and roadside ditches. 
Spiranthes stellata is far more wide- 
spread and common in the meadows 
of the Sierra Nevada than any other 
orchid in that region and often forms 
dense, almost turf-like colonies. 

Several interesting facts were noted 
in examining herbarium specimens 
from seventeen herbaria. The earliest 
collection was in 1890 (Chestnut and 
Drew) in Plumas Co. Calif. near Lake 
Tahoe. R. Lauri photographed plants 


of Spiranthes stellata in a similar area 
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in 2007. Spiranthes stellata has been 
vouchered for 11 counties in California 
and 3 counties in Oregon. The most 
interesting specimen annotation is from 
Crater Lake National Park in 1929: 
“Spiranthes sp. nov.? lip ligulate, not 
constricted as wide at tip as elsewhere; 
nipples none; spike apparently one-sid- 
ed, and 1-spiral. 12 August 1929 E Lyle 
Wynd 1651”. Most specimens identi- 
fied as S. stellata were originally labeled 
as S. romanzoffiana or possible hybrids 
but rarely as S. porrifolia. This is not 
surprising as S. romanzoffiana is highly 
variable morphologically throughout 

its range across North America and 
distinctive local populations have often 
been noted, as well as plants with three 
different ploidy levels — 2n = 44, 66, 

88 (Sheviak & Brown, 2002). But in 
all cases of these ‘races’, the plants are 
easily identifiable to S. romanzoffiana by 
their prominently hooded flowers and 
pandurate lips and none have the dis- 
tinctive morphology of S. stellata. 

In at least five instances, herbarium 
specimens originally identified by oth- 
ers as hybrids between S. romanzoffiana 
and S. porrifolia have proven to be S. 
stellata. Hybridization and gene flow 
among these species may still represent 
a real aspect of the biology of S. stellata, 
but future biosystematic studies will be 
necessary to reveal any possible com- 
plexities in its breeding system. Such 
studies are already underway. S. Servick 
of the University of Florida is currently 
working to determine the karyotype 
of S. stellata. His preliminary findings 
(pers. comm.) indicate that the species 
is a diploid with a base chromosome 
number of 22, not unlike its closest 
relatives. This does not eliminate the 
possibility of hybridization or allopo- 
lyploidy among the three sympatric 
species, with formation determined by 
factors such as number of plants in a 
colony, proximity of alleged parents, 
geographic location, pollinators, and 
phenology. A sheet consisting of three 
plants collected in 1882 by L.E Hen- 
derson near Falcon Prairie, Oregon (no 
county given) was annotated by C.J. 
Sheviak as S. romanzoffiana, S. porrifo- 
lia, and the third as a possible hybrid. 
The ‘hybrid’ bears no resemblance to 
Spiranthes stellata.

Look for information on Field 
Research Grant requests for proposals 
in future issues of the Bu//etin or on the 
NPSO website. Rhoda Love provided 
a detailed update on the status of Oc- 
casional Paper # 3: Vile Weeds: Urban- 
izing Flora of Portland, Oregon 1875- 
2005, by John Christy, Angie Kimpo, 
Vernon Marttala, Nancy Christy.

Fund. 

The rules for both scholarships 
are identical, and therefore, only one 
application is necessary to be eligible 
for either scholarship award. However, 


only one award will be given to any 
one candidate. That means there will 
be two recipients for the 2008-2009 
school year. Applications will be 
accepted by mail until May 1, 2008. 

Applicants are required to submit 
a statement of academic and career 
intent, two letters of reference from 
persons able to judge the student’s abil- 
ity to successfully complete study in 
the area of plant systematics or plant 
ecology, and a full academic record 
(transcript).

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Conservation and NPSO 


by Albert W. Johnson, Westside Conservation Chair 


he conservation of native plants 

is one of the major concerns of 
the Native Plant Society of Oregon 
(NPSO). Preservation is listed together 
with conservation in the bylaws and if 
there is a distinction between them, I 
see “conservation” as a commitment to 
the deliberately careful use of a resource 
to prevent its depletion, and “preserva- 
tion” in the more active sense of ac- 
complishing the goals of conservation. 
The greater our understanding of what 
is required to conserve and preserve 
the native flora, the more we appreci- 
ate how we need to extend these ideas 
and actions to habitats and the more 
we need to educate the public on their 
value to Oregon. 

Definitions aside, both of these 
purposes involve all of us as individual 
members; as members of our local 
Chapters; and of the Society. As indi- 
vidual and Chapter members, we have 
the best opportunity to monitor and 
report on what is happening or being 
proposed that may influence native 
plants in our local areas. As Chapter 
members, we help support whatever 
political, moral or societal pressures 
needed to resist actions that the Society 
believes are detrimental to the health of 
the biota and to the State’s ecosystems. 

Oregon's native plants are subject 
to many different stresses that threaten 
their existence and survival. The single 
most important cause is surely the 
destruction or severe damage to habi- 
tats through urbanization, agriculture, 
forest practices, mining, grazing and 
introduction of aggressive, non-native 
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species. It is nearly impossible to 
separate each of these causes from the 
development of related infrastructures 
because as each expands, it requires a 
network of other land-consuming ac- 
tivities—roads and their rights-of-way, 
utility and transportation corridors, 
water supply and drainage needs, etc. 
Very often, in fact, infrastructure devel- 
opment far exceeds the area demanded 
by the initial stimulus. Examples of 
these kinds of creeping encroachment 
on habitats abound, but for the pur- 
poses of this article, I will talk about 
the development of Liquefied Natural 
Gas (LNG) facilities in Oregon because 
the potential harm that could be done 
to native plants is already apparent in 
some proposals. 

In the LNG scenario, the following 
steps are envisioned: first, supercooled 
natural gas from several different over- 
seas sources will be shipped in liquid 
form to receiving terminals in Oregon 
where it will be stored in tanks and 
reheated into a gaseous form; second, 
from there it travels to market in high 
pressure pipelines; third, the gas could 
be used in Oregon, or it may pass 
through to other states, such as Cali- 
fornia which has rejected the direct im- 
portation of LNG. The Federal Energy 
Policy Act of 2005 authorizes the use 
of eminent domain procedures to seize 
land for pipeline routes, so in the sense 
that proposed pipelines are part of the 
LNG infrastructure, if built, they will 
occupy much more area than that used 
in the LNG terminals.

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Willamette Valley Chapter Scholarship Rules 


Here are the complete rules for the scholarships offered in last month’s Bulletin. 


1) Scholarships are available to students in Oregon colleges, planning their major 
study in plant systematics or plant ecology. 


2) Scholarships are awarded in the amount of $1000 to worthy students who will 
complete at least two years of satisfactory college work by July 1 of the year 
of receipt of application and are full time students. Graduate students may be 
eligible if they meet all qualifications except that of full time student. 


3) A certificate will be presented to the recipient. A check in the amount of the 
award is submitted to the school of choice, as set forth in rule 1, to be used 
toward tuition within the following academic year. 


4) Ifan award recipient fails to enroll, changes his or her major, or leaves the 
school before completing the period for which the award was granted, the 
full amount or unused part of the money shall be returned to the Memorial 
Scholarship Fund. 

5) Applicants are required to submit: in their own words, a statement of aca- 
demic and career intent; two letters of reference from persons able to judge the 
tudent’s ability to successfully complete study in the area of plant systematics or 
plant ecology; and a full academic record (transcript). 

6) The Scholarship Committee Chair must receive all applications, together with 
items listed in rule 5, no later than May 1. The award will be made by June 1. 


7) Scholarships cannot be granted to Committee members or their relatives.

that have been assembled? 


A. No, we are not disappearing, BUT until we can pay the scientists who are 
assembling and disseminating these resources, they will not be available. 


Q. This is such a great state-wide resource; why doesnt the State, or Oregon State 
University (OSU) increase their support of the OFP? 


A. The Flora Project receives NO dedicated support from the State of Oregon or 
OSU. NO salaries are provided by OSU or the Herbarium. The OFP coor- 
dinator (half-time position) is contacting and requesting support from users 
of the Flora Project resources Most of these users currently do not provide 
financial remuneration. She will also continue to pursue new collaborations 
and support from within the University.

NPSO Annual Meeting in Eugene, July 11-13, 2008: 
The Beautiful White Oak Pavilion

n October I wrote about Emer- 

ald Chapter’s plans for next July’s 
NPSO Annual Meeting. I discussed 
the fabulous trips planned by Tanya 
Harvey, our field trip chair, point- 
ing readers toward our website: www. 
emeraldnpso.org to see previews of 
our magnificent wildflower sites in the 
Western Cascades. Also at this site you 
can download plant lists for the field 
trip destinations such as Blair Lake, 
Fairview Peak, Fuji Mountain, Gold 
Lake Bog, Grasshopper Meadows, 
Moon Point, Patterson Mountain, 
Youngs Rock and others. 

This month I want to describe our 
meeting venue: the gorgeous White 
Oak Pavilion at Mount Pisgah Arbo- 
retum. The Arboretum itself is located 
east of Eugene and Interstate 5, within 
the Howard Buford Recreation Area 
on the east bank of the Coast Fork of 
the Willamette River. There, the White 
Oak Pavilion is nestled in a grove of 
stately, centuries-old white oaks—thus 
its name. The pavilion was designed 
by local architect, Fred Tepfer (son of 
botanist Sandy Tepfer), to blend natu- 
rally into its wooded surroundings. 
Materials used in construction of the 
pavilion, completed in 2005, include 
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native western redcedar and Douglas- 
fir; there are large folding doors on four 
sides that can be opened to views of the 
oak grove and river and high windows 
that let in the sun in the daytime and 
moon- and star-light at night. The Pa- 
vilion’s 300 square feet can easily hold 
200 people, and, since its opening two 
years ago, it has hosted annual Wild- 
flower Shows and Mushroom Shows, as 
well as weddings, receptions, banquets, 
and summer nature camps. 

At NPSO’s Annual Meeting this 
July, Friday registration and a Friday 
evening social—including a wet bar 
with snacks and chamber music, and 
a slide show featuring our field trip 
destinations—will take place in the 
Pavilion. Saturday morning field trips 
will leave from Lane Community Col- 
lege; however, when we return from 
the Cascades, pleasantly tired, hungry, 
and thirsty, we will return to the White 
Oak Pavilion for an elegant catered 
banquet and evening program. 

We are very pleased to announce 
here that our banquet speaker will be 
Dr. Barbara A. “Bitty” Roy, a plant 
ecologist from the University of Oregon 
Biology Department. (Nalini Nadkarni 
had a scheduling conflict, which will

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prevent her from coming to Oregon 

in July.) Bitty Roy received her PhD 
from the Rancho Santa Anna Botanic 
Garden in 1992 and moved to Eugene 
in 2001. She teaches spring term plant 
systematics, is a member of Emerald 
Chapter of NPSO, and assists with our 
huge Wildflower Show each spring. 
Bitty has published over 30 articles on 
subjects related to plant-fungus-herbi- 
vore ecology. The subject of her very 
topical presentation to us will be false 
brome (Brachypodium sylvaticum), an 
ageressive new threat to Northwest eco- 
systems. She hints that this grass’s local 
success may represent a case of “enemy 
release,” in which a foreign invader has 
left its adversaries behind! 

For a preview of the Mount Pisgah 
Arboretum and the White Oak Pavil- 
ion, we invite readers to visit Eugene 
for our annual Wildflower Show to 
be held there on Sunday, May18 (as 
always, the Sunday after Mother’s Day) 
10 am to 4 pm. In addition to a fantas- 
tic display of flowers, you will experi- 
ence nature walks, great food, music, 
wine tasting, book and gift sales, and, 
of course, a chance to view Lane Coun- 
ty’s wonderful new meeting place, the

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FIELD TRIPS FOR ANNUAL MEETING: JULy 12, 2008 


All field trips will leave from Lane Community College northeast parking lot. Pre-ordered box lunches can be picked up at 
this time. Please arrive promptly by 8am. Leaders will not wait for latecomers. We will try to return by 4:30 pm. Carpooling is 
encouraged but is not arranged by NPSO. For those wishing a ride, a gas reimbursement of $10 per passenger to the driver is 
suggested. Dress appropriately for weather. Visit www.EmeraldNPSO.org for more detailed information about these trips. 


1. Bearbones Mountain. Leader: Jenny Lippert. Moderate, 
2.5 miles RT, 1000' elev. gain. This short but steep trail leads 
to an old lookout site with lots of terrific rocky habitat and a 
great view. Some rare species usually seen farther south can be 
found here including Ceanothus prostratus, Phacelia verna and 
Pellaea brachyptera. It is also one of the most southerly sites 
for Castilleja rupicola. Expect to see later bloomers like 3 spe- 
cies of Eriogonum, Luina hypoleuca and Piperia unalascensis. 


2. Blair Lake. Leader: Rob Weiss. Easy, 1 mile or so. There 
is much to be seen in the lush meadows by this beautiful 
lake. Expect 3 bog orchids, Sisyrinchium, Pedicularis bracteosa, 
columbines, and the uncommon Packera subnuda |Senecio 
cymballarioides|. The many shrubs here include 2 Sorbus, 5 
Vaccinium, 2. Lonicera, 4 Ribes and 2 Spiraea and their hybrid. 
This is also an excellent place to look for butterflies. 


3. Fairview Peak. Leader: Bruce Newhouse. Easy. 2.3 miles 
RT, 600' elev. gain. While it’s possible to drive to the look- 
out and great view atop Fairview Peak, you'd miss many of 
the terrific plants that cover the slopes. Walking up the road 
allows you to enjoy the many belly flowers and butterflies 

as well as the masses of colorful [pomopsis ageregata, Linum 
lewisit, Orthocarpus imbricatus and Linanthus nuttallit. 


4, Fuji Mountain or Mount June. Leader: Dave Predeek. 
Moderate to strenuous, 3 miles RT, 1000’ elev. gain. This 
short but steep hike to an old lookout site at 7144" is the 
easiest access to floral treasures of the High Cascades like 
Minuartia obtusiloba, Polemonium pulcherrimum, Hulsea 
nana, and the rare Silene suksdorfii and Potentilla villosa. 

The view is second to none but not for those with a fear of 
heights. Bugs may be a problem. If the heavy snowpack hasn't 
melted in time, we'll head instead to Mt. June, another short 
but steep trip to great flowers at a much lower elevation. 


5. Gold Lake Bog. Leader: Dave Wagner. Moderate, 2 miles 
round trip plus mucking around in wetland. Carry a second, 
dry pair of walking shoes or wear rubber boots. Be prepared 
for intense mosquito attention. Gold Lake Bog is home to at 
least five species of insectivorous plants, including three blad- 
derworts likely to be in bloom and masses of great sundew, 
also bog birch and several potamogetons. Rare and interesting 
mosses and liverworts will be a highlight of this trip. 


6. Grasshopper Meadows. Leader: John Koenig. Moderate, 
2.8 miles RT, 900' elev. gain. This peaceful trail begins in an 
unusual incense cedar/grand fir forest. It quickly opens up to 
a giant sloping meadow with large patches of Linum lewisii, 
Lpomopsis aggregata, Lilium columbianum, Lupinus latifolius, 
and Penstemon procerus in July. The edge of the meadow is 
lined with areas of rocky cliff with Eriogonum umbellatum, 
Castilleja hispida and Heuchera merriamii. This is a great place 
to look for butterflies, grouse and Peregrine falcons as well. 


7. Groundhog Mountain. Leader: Tanya Harvey. Easy, road- 
side. At least 8 wetlands as well as outcrop and meadow habi- 
tat can be found in this area. We'll pick several to stop at and 
look for wetland specialties such as Drosera rotundifolia, many 
Carex, 3 Platanthera species, and the rare Epilobium luteum. 
Butterflies and hummingbirds are abundant here especially 

in the rockier areas where Monardella odoratissima, Ipomopsis 
aggregata, Eriogonum marifolium, and many composites grow. 


8. Hells Half Acre. Leaders: Gail Baker and Clay Gautier. 
Moderate, 3.2 miles RT, 700' elev. gain. Our destination 

is a large sloping meadow ringed with beargrass. Moisture 
funnels down the center into a wetland with Dodecatheon jef- 
freyi, Pedicularis groenlandica and later Kyhosia bolanderi and 
Parnassia cirrata. On the way, we'll see old growth conifers, 

a wetland with Oxalis trilliifolia and several smaller mead- 
ows with Calochortus subalpinus and Polemonium carneum. 

If there’s time, we'll check out masses of Heuchera chlorantha 
and Platanthera dilatata along the nearby floriferous roadside. 


9. Hemlock Butte Wetland. Leader: Loren Russell. Easy, 
roadside. We'll visit several easily accessed wet meadows and a 
dry meadow just west of Diamond Peak. Plants seldom seen 
in Lane County like Allium validum and \ater Gentianopsis 
simplex and Lilium pardalinum can be found here. Hybrid 
spiraeas, willows and other shrubs, 3 species of bog orchids 
and many different conifers also provide interest. 


10. Moon Point. Easy, 2.2 miles RT, 200’ elev. gain. 
Butterflies love the lush meadows filled with Erigeron aliceae, 
Valeriana sitchensis, and Solidago canadensis. Seven species of 
Ribes can be found. A somewhat difficult dip at the end of 
this otherwise level trail leads to a viewpoint clifftop with 
Erigeron cascadensis, Castilleja rupicola and a wonderful “bon- 
sai” ponderosa pine. Rare plants and ones more common to 
the south include Asarum wagneri, Orobanche pinorum, Silene 
bernardina, Veratrum insolitum, and Agastache urticifolia. 


11. Patterson Mountain. Moderate, 4.6 miles RT, 500' 

elev. gain. This trail leads through majestic old growth for- 
est to a large wet meadow and a dry meadow, and ends at 

a viewpoint rock outcrop. We should see a variety of plants 
including Veratrum californicum, Camassia leichtlinii, Sidalcea 
cusickii, Piperia unalascensis, Castilleja miniata, Sisyrinchium 
angustifolium, Penstemon rattanii and Montia chamissoi. 


12. Youngs Rock. Leader: Sabine Dutoit. Moderate to stren- 
uous, 3.5 miles RT, 1400' elev. gain. This trail climbs a scenic 
ridge through dry forests of grand Ponderosa pines, oaks and 
Douglas-fir dotted with many small meadows, to the base 

of Youngs Rock, a 300' monolith. Many unusual plants can 
be seen including 2 rare Piperia and many non-chlorophyll 
orchids and monotropes including lots of Monotropa uniflora. 


Several Clarkia and Madia should be also be in bloom.

Is there a tangible threat to native 
plants in these projected developments? 
One such is already known. Accord- 
ing to Ron Hatt, past President of 
the Umpqua Valley Chapter, the pro- 
posed route of the Pacific Connector 
Gas Pipeline goes “right through” the 
Bilger Creek population of Calochortus 
coxii, the Crinite mariposa lily. a state 
Endangered and a Federal Species of 
Concern. A botanical survey conducted 
by Siskiyou BioSurvey LLC in August 
2007 showed that the route would also 
go directly through populations of Lu- 
pinus sulphureus ssp. kincaidii, Kincaid’s 
lupine, a state Endangered and Feder- 
ally Threatened species. 

As NPSO President David Lebo 
remarked in his letter on this situation 
to Governor Kulongoski, “it would be 
a tragic mistake if elements of Oregon's 
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native flora were lost or severely dimin- 
ished by the development of energy 
resources whose need has not been 
conclusively shown to be crucial to Or- 
egon’s energy future.” 

Governor Kulongoski has stated 
recently that proposals having to do 
with the importation and infrastructure 
of LNG be deferred until there is thor- 
ough analysis of Oregon's future energy 
needs from non-renewable sources, 
and in The Oregonian on March 8, 
2008, U.S. Rep. Peter DeFazio was 
quoted as stating that Oregon should 
hold veto power over plans that did 
not adequately take into account local 
concerns.

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Developing Conservation Strategies for the Tygh Valley Milkvetch

The following article is the second in a series where NPSO/Institute for Applied Ecology (IAE) interns discuss their activities during 
the 2007 field season. Interns participated in rare plant monitoring, restoration, floristic surveys, and other research projects conducted 
by IAE staff throughout Oregon during the past summer.

QO” of the main focal areas of the 
conservation work done by the 
Institute for Applied Ecology (IAE) 
is collecting information that allows 
us to better understand the dynam- 
ics of endangered plant populations. 
IAE monitors known populations of 
endangered plants and determines the 
health of these populations. Included 
in this monitoring is an evaluation of 
different management strategies that are 
intended to either control invasive com- 
petitors (mowing, burning, herbicides), 
or enhance a plant population (planting 
or seeding in individuals, introducing 
genetic diversity with pollen from an- 
other site, etc.). Gaining an understand- 
ing of the effectiveness of the different 
management strategies available allows 
IAE to make informed management 
recommendations to the Bureau of 
Land Management or whichever agency 
contracts the research. It is gratifying to 
realize that the monitoring and research 
that I had the chance to participate in 
during this internship results in more 
effective management and preservation 
of rare and endangered plants. 
Astragalus tyghensis (Tygh Valley 
milkvetch) is a perennial flowering 
plant that is small and low-growing, 
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with silvery green leaves and pale yellow 
flowers. It is endemic to the Tygh Valley 
in Wasco County, Oregon. Because of 
its position in the transition zone be- 
tween the Cascades and the Columbia 
Plateau, the Tygh Valley provides very 
unusual habitat, and hosts many unique 
organisms. This mixing of ecoregions 
produces an ecosystem that has given 
rise to a great deal of diversity and can- 
not be replicated. Unfortunately, since 
much of the valley has been grazed and 
cultivated, habitat for many organ- 
isms, including A. tyghensis, has greatly 
declined. Astragalus tyghensis is consid- 
ered a Species of Concern by USFWS, 
threatened by the state of Oregon and 
Threatened or Endangered Throughout 
Range (List 1) by the Oregon Natural 
Heritage Program, and while in recent 
years a lot has been learned about its life 
history and distribution, it is very rare 
and its range is restricted to a small part 
of Wasco County. 

Long-term monitoring of five A. 
tyghensis populations in the Tygh Val- 
ley was conducted annually by IAE 
from 1991-2000. Because grazing 
is likely one of the largest threats to 
this plant, plots were sampled both in 
areas that are accessible to cattle and 


in those that are not. Not only did 
the data collected provide invaluable 
information about the life-history of 
A. tyghensis and details of the specific 
sampling sites, but it was also used to 
develop demographic models of the 
populations. These models describe the 
population dynamics over the study 
period, and were used to make predic- 
tions about population viability and 
project population behavior through 
time. These sites were revisited in 2006

and 2007 to determine the current sta- 
tus of the populations and evaluate the 
accuracy and predictive power of the 
models. This is significant because with 
strong models, we can predict whether 
a population is in danger of extinction 
and in need of management or whether 
it is likely to persist with little help. 
These A. tyghensis populations 
were modeled using a transition matrix 
approach. This type of model uses in- 
formation about the reproduction and 
likelihood of survival of individuals to 
model the entire population. Plants 
are grouped into “stages” based on size, 
and the model uses probabilities that 
individuals will transition between 
these stages to generate the model. 
Obviously there is a lot of uncertainty 
that we must take into account. Popu- 
lation size varies dramatically based on 
the number of seedlings, so a simple 
number of individuals is not necessarily 
the best reflection of population health 
because seedlings tend to be much 
less likely to persist than older, larger 
plants. This is considered in the transi- 
tion matrix. There is also uncertainty 
introduced by the random nature of 
environmental effects, so the models 
must also consider changes caused by 
unpredictable environmental changes

like drought. 

Based on previous IAE research, we 
know that attempts at reintroducing 
A, tyghensis into sites where it has been 
extirpated were met with very little suc- 
cess, and as a result management must 
be focused on maintaining and pre- 
serving existing populations. The data 
collected in the past two years have 
shown that the models generated in 
2000 were fairly accurate in predicting 
long-term population trends for all but 
one site. Two of the five populations 
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Astragalus tyghensis forms low clumps of silver-green leaves and yellow inflorescences. 
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appear to be in decline, and according 
to the model, which can predict the 
probability of catastrophic decline in 
population size, one is in serious dan- 
ger of extinction. The populations at 


the other three sites are relatively stable. 


The study also showed that plants that 
were grazed were, on average, smaller 
and had a lower reproductive output 
and population growth rate than un- 
grazed plants, supporting the assertion 
that grazing (primarily by cattle) has a 
damaging affect. 

Monitoring will continue at these 
sites next year, and with these three 
years of data, the models can be ef- 
fectively evaluated and we will have 
information about the populations that 
can guide management decisions. The 
study on A. tyghensis is an important 
example of how long-term population 
monitoring can provide valuable infor- 
mation about the health and viability 
of rare plant populations and give us 
the information necessary to move to- 
ward management action. This intern- 
ship program—partially funded by the 
Native Plant Society of Oregon—has 
given me valuable insight into the ap- 
plications of a career in botany and 
ecology, as well as an appreciation for 
the amount of work and time that goes 
into the management of our resources 
and endangered species. 
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Highlights of the April 5th Quarterly NPSO State Board Meeting

he Umpqua Valley Chapter hosted 

the April Board meeting at the 
Douglas County Museum. The board 
heard reports on activities from chap- 
ters and committees, and also focused 
on: the proposed liquefied nature gas 
(LNG) connector pipeline in Southern 
Oregon, a proposed pumped hydro- 
electric project at Summer Lake in 
Eastern Oregon, the Oregon Flora 
Project, publication updates, current 
membership numbers, the NPSO 
draft budget, Field Research Grants, 
and preparations for the NPSO an- 
nual meeting in Eugene. Upcoming 
activities around the state include the 
Glide Wildflower Show (April 26 and 
27), Native Plant Appreciation Week 
(April 27 to May 3), The Umpqua Val- 
ley Native Plant Sale (May 3), and the 
Wildflower Festival at Mount Pisgah 
(Sunday after Mother’s Day). 

Linda Hardison gave an update 
on recent work, as well as the time 
and financial constraints faced by the 
Oregon Flora Project (OFP). The OFP 
continues to be very dependent on 
the contributions of NPSO and other 
donors, and does not receive any finan- 
cial support from the State of Oregon. 
Continued support by contributors 
(both time and financial resources) 
is essential to maintain the OFP. The 
Board approved Linda’s suggested 
changes regarding how donations are 
directed to the OFP (see future issues 
of the Bulletin or the Oregon Flora 
Newsletter for more information). 
NPSO also plans to send letters to the 
Oregon Department of Agriculture and 
Oregon State University in the near 
future requesting financial support for 
the OFP. The OFP continues to search 
for additional funding sources to bol- 
ster its important work. 

Ron Hatt gave an excellent presen- 
tation on the current status of the LNG 
pacific gas pipeline connector proposed 
for southern Oregon. Ron summarized 
the regulatory status of the proposed 
project, and discussed impacts the 
project will have on native plant popu- 
lations. Specifically, the pipeline route 
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would go directly through populations 
of Calochortus coxii (crinite mariposa 
lily, a State Endangered and Federal 
Species of Concern), and could also 
impact Lupinus sulphureus ssp. kincaidii 
(Kincaid’s lupine, a State Endangered 
and Federally Threatened species) In 
the case of the crinite mariposa lily, a 
Conservation Agreement was signed by 
the Bureau of Land Management and 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service to 
provide protection and enhancement of 
that species in the area of concern for a 
10-year period beginning in 2004. The 
NPSO board approved a motion giving 
Les Gottlieb (Chair of the NPSO Rare 
and Endangered Plants Committee) 
authority look into petitioning the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service to increase 
the level of protection for Calochortus 
coxii under provisions of the U.S. 
Endangered Species Act. Al Johnson 
also presented information regarding a 
proposed pumped hydroelectric project 
to be located at Summer Lake (about 
50 miles southeast of La Pine), and the 
upcoming Oregon Public Television 
program “The Silent Invasion”. The 
running of this documentary will be 
complemented by invasive organism 
control activities throughout the state 
by a variety of organizations. 


NPSO Items for Sale 


New and renewal memberships are 
still slightly lower than in prior years. 
This is probably an aftereftect of the 
combined Dec/Jan issue of the Bulletin. 
For all of you that have not renewed 
your NPSO memberships, please use 
the renewal form in this issue of the 
Bulletin! The Emerald Chapter is mak- 
ing good progress as hosts for this year’s 
annual NPSO meeting. The heavy 
snowpack in the Cascades could delay 
the flowering of many plants, but this 
may work to the advantage of the July 
11-13 meeting date. The board heard 
the recommendations for the funding 
of two Field Research Grant proposals, 
look for information on these funded 
proposals in future issues of the Bul- 
letin or on the NPSO website. The 
board heard from the Budget Commit- 
tee about the draft budget for 2008. 

Pam Palmer of the Siskiyou Chap- 
ter will be seeking the office of Sec- 
retary, to replace Harold Zald in the 
upcoming NPSO elections. Two Di- 
rector-at-Large positions will be open 
for election in June. The next Board 
meeting will be held on July 13th in 
Eugene, concurrent with the NPSO 
annual meeting.

Oregon, Washington, and Califor- 
nia serviceberries (Amelanchier species) 
are in bloom, there is somebody who 
will very much want to know. 

Dr. Christopher S. Campbell of the 
University of Maine at Orono, has a 
grant from the National Science Foun- 
dation to study the DNA of our west- 
ern Amelanchier species, and he wants 
to visit the our western states to collect 
herbarium specimens and tissue samples 
when and where blooming populations 
can be found. (He has already done this 
work for Eastern US taxa.) In order to 
do this he needs our help! 

Chris is an amicable and energetic 
young man who has already published 
around a dozen papers on the service- 
berries and has written the treatment 
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of the genus for Flora of North America. 


But he does not yet know where in the 


west to find populations of our species. 


Those would be Amelanchier alnifolia 
(with 3 varieties), A. cusickit, and A. 
utahensis. We locals can help him by 
letting him know where and when he 
should visit these local populations. 

I can serve as the gatherer of this 
information, or you can e-mail Chris 
directly at: Christopher_Campbell@ 
umit.maine.edu He will want to know 
the precise locations of serviceberry 
populations in our western states, as 
well as your estimate as to when they 
will be in full bloom in your area. If 
you would be free to guide him to the 
plants, that would be super as well! 
Just to get you started, I can tell you 
that across northern Oregon from the 
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Willamette Valley to the Wallowas, 
various varieties of A. alnifolia were in 
full bloom the first week in May, 2007.

need for financial support from individuals, businesses, and gov- 
ernmental agencies continues to remain urgent. 


The Oregon Flora Project has accomplished a phenomenal 
amount of work given its limited resources. Our monthly op- 
erating budget is minimal: $8,800 per month covers all our 
expenses and salaries. With 96% of our budget going to salaries 
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(2.28 FTE), this funding crisis will be shouldered more or less 


exclusively by the four scientific staff members. 


What would be accomplished if we obtain the money to become 
sustainable? In the second half of 2008, we can keep the Atlas 
online and current, complete the Checklist and publish it on- 
line, and finish the multiple entry key to the grasses. With more 
support, we can augment our overextended staff and earnestly 
begin work on the new Flora of Oregon.

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Population Monitoring of 
Gentner’s Fritillary at Pickett Creek

The following article on the Gentner’ fritillary is the third and last in a series 
where NPSO/Institute for Applied Ecology (IAE) interns discuss their activities during 
the 2007 field season. Interns participated in rare plant monitoring, restoration, floristic 
surveys, and other research projects conducted by IAE staff throughout Oregon during 
the past summer. In this article, Jim Steitz describes our efforts in collaboration with the 
Medford District of the Bureau of Land Management to study population growth and 
trends in Gentner’ fritillary.

he Institute for Applied Ecology 

conducts annual monitoring of 
Gentner’s fritillary (Fritillaria gentneri), 
a gorgeous, tall species of lily with 
blood-red flowers, along Pickett Creek, 
in the BLM’s Grants Pass Resource 
Area. This population is composed 
of several patches scattered on a slope 
of serpentine soil covered by a mixed 
meadow/forest habitat of Douglas-fir, 
Oregon white oak, and whiteleaf man- 
zanita, interwoven with lakes of plectri- 
tis, larkspur, and buttercup. 

The prevailing hypothesis about 
the origins of Gentner’s fritillary sug- 
gests that it is a stabilized hybrid 
between checker lily (F affinis) and 
scarlet lily (F recurva). Rapid specia- 
tion through polyploidy (the state 
of having more than two full sets of 
chromosomes per nucleus) is relatively 
common, and Gentner’s fritillary shares 
several morphological and genetic traits 
with both species. The ranges of all 
three species also overlap. In fact, scar- 
let lily is found in one of the Gentner’s 
fritillary patches we monitored, requir- 
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ing a close eye to distinguish Gentner’s 
fritillary by virtue of its slightly less 
recurved and deeper blood-red petals. 
However, there are many sites where 
Gentner’s fritillary occurs with neither 
of the parental species, providing a clue 
to the sites where the parental species 
used to occur. 

IAE conducts two types of moni- 
toring at Pickett Creek, counting all 
flowering individuals in the popula- 
tion, and counting and measuring both 
vegetative and reproductive individuals 
in randomly selected plots within the 
population. Although Gentner’s fritil- 
lary produces large, showy flowers, it 
does not produce viable seeds. Instead, 
it reproduces only through the split- 
ting of portions of mature plant bulbs 
into large numbers of rice grain-sized 
bulblets, which appear aboveground as 
single leaves for at least their first year 
of growth, often in large swarms. Thus, 
while counting flowering individuals is 
easier and more repeatable than count- 
ing all individuals, it omits information

the genus for Flora of North America, and recipient of a National Science Foun- 
dation grant to carry out a molecular study of the genus. 


his is a brief account of my just-completed first field work on Amelanchier 

in western North America. I chose to start working on the genus in Or- 
egon because it appears to have as much or more taxonomic diversity as any 
other area in the west. 

Not being as familiar with western North American serviceberries as | am 
with eastern North American taxa, I was concerned about being able to find 
good populations in flower and to sample the diversity adequately. In prepar- 
ing for this trip, I hoped Rhoda Love would be able to put me in touch with 
people who would be able to help locate populations. She did me a great 
service in this regard with her call for support to the Native Plant Society of 
Oregon, and many NPSO members from many parts of the state contacted me 
and provided great support. I will mention some of these kind people below 
and here thank the many others who offered help too. 

Rhoda and Wes Messinger collected samples of Amelanchier alnifolia vat. 
semiintegrifolia in the Eugene area, which I saw when I visited them on 19 
May. Jim Duncan was tremendous help in terms of suggesting the timing of 
the trip. As most of you know, Amelanchier is a degree-day plant, only flower- 
ing after there has been a certain minimum of warm weather. Jim Duncan and 
I e-mailed back and forth about the optimum time for my visit, and he sug- 
gested the time period that I followed. Jim’s timing was just right, and I saw 
serviceberries in flower everywhere I went. After Eugene, I went to southwest- 
ern Oregon, where Jim had lined up numerous sites to visit, from the Siskiyou 
Crest to Modoc Point. I wanted to see A. utahensis, and we saw excellent mate- 
rial on the Siskiyou Crest. An earlier collection from this site was identified 
as A. pallida, which is most often considered a synonym of A. utahensis these 
days, but which I will be evaluating over the course of my study. 

I next drove to Alturas, California, near which there are sites where A. 
utahensis and Peraphyllum ramosissimum (a close relative of Amelanchier) had 
previously been collected. I relocated both taxa and then headed for northeast- 
ern Oregon, passing briefly through western Idaho. Jim and Kay Young had 
collected A. cusickii from a plant that they had transplanted into their yard 15 
years ago. We toured the slopes near their home in Halfway and found more A. 
cusickii, as well as A. alnifolia var. semiintegrifolia, and possibly A. alnifolia var. 
pumila. | was excited to see A. cusickii near the home of William Cusick, about 
whom I read in Rhoda’s wonderful article in Kalmiopsis. 

The final leg of my 2200-mile journey was into southern Washington to 
visit a site of A. cusickii that Paul Slichter e-mailed to me. His excellent direc- 
tions led me to the plants, and I also collected A. alnifolia var. semiintegrifolia, 
and A. alnifolia var. alnifolia. 

A tentative taxonomic tally for this trip is 17 collections of A. alnifolia var. 
semiintegrifolia, 16 A. alnifolia var. alnifolia, five A. cusickii, three to four A. 
utahensis, possibly two A. pumila, and some unknowns. In addition to voucher 
specimens, I collected leaf material for DNA extraction from 28 plants, Ken 
Chambers and Wes Messinger collected material for DNA, and Cliff Heselton 
collected herbarium material. 

I also have lots of questions that I will be thinking about and using these 
(and other) collections to answer. All in all it was an excellent trip, in large part 


due to help from NPSO members.

on non-flowering plants that comprise 
the majority of the population. Howev- 
er, censusing non-flowering individuals 
would be impractical because of their 
sheer abundance, the difficulty of locat- 
ing them among grasses, and the fact 
that they cannot be distinquished from 
the vegetative leaves of scarlet lily. 

In 2007, the total population 
(both vegetative and reproductive 
plants) of Gentner’s fritillary at Pick- 
ett Creek was estimated to be about 
13,000 individuals. Comparing the 
estimated total population size between 
years, this population appears to be 
relatively stable, except for a tempo- 
rary increase in 2003 to about 17,000 
individuals. In contrast, the census of 
the flowering plants at the site showed 
a decline in the number of flowering 
plants since monitoring began in 2002. 
However, as indicated above, this may 
not portend a true decline in the popu- 
lation, because Gentner’s fritillary does 
not reproduce sexually. 

Studying Gentner’s fritillary made 
me think of a number of biological and 
philosophical issues. Why does it con- 
tinue to produce such beautiful, but 
energetically costly flowers when they 


dont result in viable offspring? What is 
the best definition of species? As a hy- 
brid that can reproduce, but doesn’t do 
so sexually, Gentner’s fritillary provides 
another example of how the biologi- 
cal species definition often does not 

fit well for plant species. I believe that 
Gentner’s fritillary exemplifies the need 
for conservation-minded people to ar- 
ticulate a moral basis for the protection

of biodiversity at every level, from the 
subtle variations between alleles to the 
broad sweep of ecosystem types across 
the world. This includes Gentner’s 
fritillary, even though its flowers are in 
reproductive vain, and appear only to 
be nature’s plea to human eyes.

As of July 1, the Oregon Flora 
Project will be unable to pay 
its three staff members, and 
the coordinator’s position will 
be reduced to 8 paid hours/ 
week. Unsurprisingly, the 
consequence is that work will 
slow dramatically. Research 
will stall until funding can be 
secured. We are working dili- 
gently with the Oregon State 
University library and colleges 
to create relationships that will include staffing support. Our

need for financial support from individuals, businesses, and gov- 
ernmental agencies continues to remain urgent. 


The Oregon Flora Project has accomplished a phenomenal 
amount of work given its limited resources. Our monthly op- 
erating budget is minimal: $8,800 per month covers all our 
expenses and salaries. With 96% of our budget going to salaries 
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(2.28 FTE), this funding crisis will be shouldered more or less 


exclusively by the four scientific staff members. 


What would be accomplished if we obtain the money to become 
sustainable? In the second half of 2008, we can keep the Atlas 
online and current, complete the Checklist and publish it on- 
line, and finish the multiple entry key to the grasses. With more 
support, we can augment our overextended staff and earnestly 
begin work on the new Flora of Oregon. 


How will you be impacted if the Atlas is not available? Where 
will you find taxonomic data and photographs of our state’s 
plants? Whom will you ask to provide you with statewide plant 
distribution data?

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Highlights of the July 13th Quarterly NPSO State Board Meeting

he Emerald Chapter hosted the 

July Board meeting at Lane Com- 
munity College. Also thanks from 
the Board to the Emerald Chapter for 
hosting the NPSO Annual Meeting, 
and finding great hikes despite the late 
bloom caused by our late winter. The 
board heard reports on activities from 
chapters and committees, and also 
focused on: the Status of the Oregon 
Flora Project, website revisions, the 
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proposed liquefied nature gas (LNG) 
connector pipeline in Southern Oregon 
and its impacts on Calochortus coxii, 
publication updates, current member- 
ship numbers, welcoming new Board 
members, and the NPSO budget. 

Linda Hardison gave an update on 
recent work, as well as the time and fi- 
nancial constraints faced by the Oregon 
Flora Project (OFP). Due to extremely 
low operating funds, the OFP staff was 
laid off. The appointment for the coor- 
dinator’s position was reduced to 8 hrs/ 
week. For the near future the Oregon 
Plant Atlas will continue to be available 
(although no new updates will occur). 
Linda is currently looking into poten- 
tial organizations to host and provide 
support to the Plant Atlas. On recom- 
mendation by Linda, the Board has 
now directed donations to the OFP to 
pass through the Agricultural Research 
Foundation at Oregon State University, 
rather than OSU Foundation. Contin- 
ued support by contributors (both time 
and financial resources) is essential to 
maintain the OFP. The OFP continues 
to search for additional funding sources 
to bolster its important work. 

Ron Hatt gave a brief update on 
the current status of the LNG pacific 
gas pipeline connector proposed for 
southern Oregon. The proposed pipe- 
line route would go directly through 
populations of Calochortus coxii (crinite 
mariposa lily, a State Endangered and 
Federal Species of Concern), and could 
also impact Lupinus sulphureus ssp. 
kincaidii (Kincaid’s lupine, a State En- 
dangered and Federally Threatened spe- 


cies). NPSO remains strongly opposed 
to the proposed pipeline. Ron and the 
entire Board of Directors encourage 
concerned individuals to write letters to 
the Bureau of Land Management, local 
country officials, and representatives 
elected to hold state and federal offices 
to express concerns regarding the nega- 
tive consequences the proposed pipeline 
will have on Southwestern Oregon's 
natural resources. 

The Board thanks outgoing direc- 
tors-at-large Ron Hatt, Frances Still- 
well, and Les Gottlieb for their service 
to NPSO. The Board also welcomed 
Sam Friedman, Laurel Moulton, and 
Judi Sanders as newly elected directors- 
at-large. No candidate stepped forward 
to fill the position of Secretary in time 
for the election. However, David Barts 
from the Portland Chapter was ap- 
proved by the Board to fill the position. 
Good luck David! 

The Board also approved a couple 
of cost saving measures. It is no lon- 
ger cost effective to produce and mail 
hard copies of the NPSO membership 
directory. Both the Washington and 
California Native Plant Societies have 
stopped printing and mailing of mem- 
bership directories for the same reason. 
The Board and Membership Commit- 
tee are still working out the kinks, but 
in the future membership directories 
will likely be sent via e-mail. For those 
that really liked having a hard copy or 
do not have e-mail access, we recom- 
mend contacting your chapter president 
or NPSO Board members. A second

Make for a Great 2008 NPSO Annual Meeting

Tanya Harvey did 
an amazing amount of on-the-ground 
research making sure all field trip sites 
were accessible (quite a job, considering 
the enormous snowfall this past winter 
and spring), and familiarizing all lead- 
ers with their sites. The field trips, all 
to the Western Cascades of southern 
Lane County, came off flawlessly, and 
all attendees seemed to be very, very 
happy afterwards. (The weather coop- 
erated, too: perhaps even a little too 
much as the temperatures in the Valley 
climbed well into the 90s.) The lead- 
ers volunteered their time to do site 
reconnaissance and lead trips, so they 
get gold stars, too! Some of the best 
wildflower photographers in the PNW 
were along on these ventures, so expect 
to see some great photos here in the 
Bulletin and on web sites. 


Moon Point, one of the field trip locations, is 
the most northerly site for green-flowered wild 
ginger (Asarum wagneri), a rare Oregon 


endemic. Jt is abundant here, where it grows 
in meadows rather than forests as do our other 
wild gingers. It has relatively short-tailed 
flowers and wide, floppy leaves. 
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The tiny flowers of the alpine mitrewort 
(Mitella pentandra) require a handlens to 
appreciate their unusual shape. Several species 
of mitreworts were seen by participants.

R. M. Tryon, synonym Cyathea 
cooperi (Hook. ex FE Muell.) Domin, 
has been discovered in an easily ac- 
cessed canyon on the southern Oregon 
coast, approximately 11 miles north of 
Brookings, Oregon. 

This fall, after descending a steep 
trail to explore sea caves and arches at 
“Secret Beach” below Samuel H. Board- 
man State Scenic Corridor, an Oregon 
State Park, I came across a very large 
fern in the woods along the lower por- 
tion of Miner Creek. The location is 
T39S R14W swl4 of Sec. 16—roughly 
midway between “Arch Rock” and 
“Natural Bridges”. The plant was pho- 
tographed, and scales from a portion 
of the large diameter lower petiole 
were collected. With a hand lens, tiny 
brown angled teeth can be seen along 
the scales’ margins—a vegetative char- 
acteristic pinpointing this genus and 
suggesting the most likely species. At 
Oregon State University professor Dr. 
Kenton Chambers’ recommendation, 
material was sent to Dr. Alan R. Smith 
at the University of California, Berke- 
ley, herbarium. Dr. Smith provided 
information on how to make a cursory 
identification in the field, and he then 
made a positive identification of the 
species from the pressed and dried 
specimens that were sent to him. 

On a return trip to the area, a total 
of three plants were located along the 
bottom of Miner Creek canyon within 
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approximately 125 yards or less from 
the beach, and another sample was col- 
lected and sent for deposit in the OSU 
herbarium at Dr. Chambers’ request. 
State Park officials have been notified, 
and it will be their decision whether to 
further monitor, or perhaps eradicate, 
this unexpected subtropical escapee. 

It is assumed that the bottom of 
this small coastal canyon provides ther- 
mal protection from freezing, while 
being isolated enough to protect the 
exotic ferns from direct contact with 
the marine salt air and spray. In Queen- 
sland, Australia, the native habitat of 
this species is reported to be in gullies 
in rain forest (Medeiros et al., American 
Fern Journal 82:27-33. 1992). Of the 
three tree fern plants located, two were 
along the canyon bottom and one was 
on a vertical cliff immediately below a 
small waterfall. All plants located were 
probably within 100 feet of each other, 
and all were observed from the trail or 
just barely off the trail. 

Sphaeropteris cooperi is native to NE 
Australia but is widely planted and used 
horticulturally in the USA. It has been 
cultivated in warm, humid parts of the 
country, but unfortunately has become 
too well naturalized in Hawaii, where it 
is still aggressively spreading (Medeiros 
et al., 1992). According to Dr. Smith, 
this may be the first time Sphaeropteris 
cooperi has ever been found naturalized 
anywhere in the continental United 
States—including Florida, California, 
and elsewhere. Dr. Smith writes: “It is 
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not treated in Flora of North America 
North of Mexico (FNANM), Vol. 2, 
1993. As far as I know, there are no 
members of the tree fern family, Cy- 
atheaceae, naturalized in the continen- 
tal USA.” 

Fronds of the Oregon plant showed 
no fertile sori. Dr. Smith writes: “Often, 
and depending on light and other

factors, this species does not become 
fertile until the trunks are substan- 
tial, several meters or more in length. 
Trunks are reported to 12 meters tall, 
15 cm diameter, in the flora of Austra- 
lia, where it is native.” The tallest plant 
of the Oregon three is probably no 
more than about two meters high. 
While it is unknown how these 
plants may have first been introduced 
to this location, ferns can establish 
miles away from any fertile parent plant 
with their small, easily dispersible wind- 
borne spores. It is very possible that 
a cultivated garden plant somewhere 
in coastal southern Oregon could be 
the source. Cultivators of this tree fern 
species caution that special measures 
have to be taken to protect plants from 
below freezing temperatures. However, 
there are a few microclimate areas on 
the southern Oregon coast where tem- 
peratures probably do not fall signifi- 
cantly below freezing—which is con- 
sidered lethal for Sphaeropteris coopert. 
Since the fern was discovered in nature 
in 2007, I have now located it growing 
in cultivation approximately 12 miles 
to the south where two larger plants are 
growing against a commercial building 
in Brookings, Oregon and some fronds 
did possess fertile sori. Also, in Brook- 
ings I located a commercial nursery that 
sells this tree fern in one gallon cans. 


Where to see it in Oregon 


Along Samuel H. Boardman State 
Scenic Corridor, an Oregon State Park, 
pull off on the west side of Hwy. 101, 
immediately north of Miner Creek— 
which is signed on the highway and lo- 
cated midway between the 345 and 346 
mile posts. A steep, downhill, %4-mile 
trail leads to what Oregon State Parks 
calls “Secret Beach”. Here, the sand 
beach with rock arches and another bo- 
tanically interesting small side canyon 
are best explored when the tide is at 1.5 
feet or below. The easily observed Aus- 
tralian tree fern is located at the bottom 
of what a map at the trailhead terms a 
“Cat Trail.” While some attempt was 
made to look for more tree ferns farther 
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The author’ wife Kathy next to an Australian tree fern (Sphaeropteris cooperi) growing wild 


up the canyon, the abundance of sal- 
monberry bushes, increased fall stream 
flow, and overall rugged topography 
strongly limited physical as well as ob- 
servational access. 

When descending the trail from 
Hwy. 101, the first, and smallest, tree 
fern is across the canyon (south side) 
at a small, user-trampled overview on 
your left, shortly before you come to 
the beach. The fern there is on a vertical 
cliff face and immediately down stream 
of a 12’, free-falling waterfall, which 
lies below an erosion-control, concrete 
lining of the upper portions of Miner 
Creek. All Sphaeropteris cooperi plants 
seem to be below this concrete lining, a 
structure not obvious to the casual ob- 
server. Binoculars will help to identify 
this first smaller-sized tree fern across 
the narrow canyon. 

The largest and most accessible 
fern, from which specimen material for 
identification was collected, is growing 
just above the only small foot bridge 
over Miner Creek, located a short way 
from the beach. Once you reach the 
final trail spur down to Secret Beach, 


on the southern Oregon coast. 


continue to the left, starting back uphill 
(east) but as though you were going 

to proceed on the Oregon Coast Trail 
farther south. In another 50 feet, im- 
mediately across the foot bridge but 
observable from either side, is the large 
tree fern to the left of the trail. From 
here continue uphill on this same trail 
for 25 yards to a short spur to the left. 
Here one can easily view another fairly 
large tree fern growing just above the 
bottom of the creek’s north bank. This 
spot could also potentially be accessed 
by hiking up the stream bottom above 
the footbridge during times of low 
stream flow.

New Field Guide to Sedges of the Pacific Northwest Available 


he Carex Working Group is 

pleased to announce the publica- 
tion of the Field Guide to the Sedges 
of the Pacific Northwest. The book is 
an illustrated guide to all 164 species, 
subspecies, and varieties of Carex that 
occur in Oregon and Washington. It 
contains identification keys, descrip- 
tions, color photographs, and distribu- 
tion maps for each species, along with 
information about sedge ecology, habi- 
tat, and management. 

Sedges are key members of many 
Northwest ecosystems, performing crit- 
ical roles in wetlands, prairies, savan- 
nas, steppes, and forests. They are often 
the dominant ground cover in flood 
plains, along stream banks, and in wet 
meadows and marshes. Their extensive, 
fibrous root systems prevent erosion by 
binding soils, while their dense foliage 
traps sediment, making them critical 
elements in the restoration of wetland 
and riparian systems. Sedges can be 
challenging to identify with differences 
between species based on small, techni- 
cal characters. 

After nearly fifteen years of re- 
search, Oregon botanists of the Carex 
Working Group have written this com- 
prehensive guide, providing users with 
helpful tools and tips for identifying 
the plants in this challenging group. 
Information about sedge ecology, 
habitat management and restoration, 
ethnobotanical uses, and propagation 


enhances the guide's utility. The Field 
Guide provides a comprehensive and 
essential resource for botanists, land 
managers, restoration ecologists, and 
plant enthusiasts. And, as the genus 
Carex becomes increasingly important 
amongst landscapers, nurseries, and 
gardeners, the guide will serve as a 
handy tool for choosing Northwest na- 
tives for the garden. 

The Carex Working Group 
is Barb Wilson, Dick Brainerd, 
Nick Otting and Bruce New- 
house, all active members of 
NPSO. Danna Lytjen, much- 
missed member and former 
president of NPSO’s Emerald 
Chapter, passed away before 
the book was completed. The 
CWG came together in 1993 
to map the distribution of Ore- 
gon's sedges and incorporated in 
2002. In 1999, they published 
NPSO’s first Occasional Paper, 
The Atlas of Oregon Carex. In 
addition to writing about and 
photographing sedges, the 
CWG contracts with public 
agencies and private companies 
to do plant inventories, plant 
identification workshops, and 
taxonomic research on plants of 
the western U.S.

Volumes 7 and 8 of the Flora will be published this year. Volume 7 will cover eleven families from the willows to the mus- 
tards and will include 125 genera, and approximately 919 species. This volume is scheduled for publication late this year. 
Volume 8, which includes 19 families including Ericaceae, Saxifragaceae, Paeoniaceae, Theaceae and Crassulaceae, is sched- 
uled for delivery to Oxford University Press late this summer. 
Volume 9 is on track to be published in early 2009. This will be the long-awaited volume on the Rosaceae and will also in- 
clude the Crossosomataceae and Picramniaceae for a total of 74 genera and around 687 species. I am especially eager to see the 
treatment of the Rosaceae, as many of my botanical friends such as Chris Campbell, Peter Zika, Tim Dickinson, Jim Phipps, 
Barbara Ertter and others have worked on various genera in this large family. 
This issue of the FNA Newsletter also includes advance information on Volumes 10 through 13 as well as Volume 17, 
which will encompass the Scrophulariaceae “in the broad sense.”

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GardenSmart Oregon Offers 
Ecological Alternatives to Invasive Plants

O regon’s varied climates allow 

a wide variety of plants from 
around the world to flourish and nurs- 
ery crops have become Oregon's num- 
ber one commodity. Unfortunately, 
this growing paradise allows some 
widely used plants in gardens and land- 
scapes to perform too well and cause 
serious ecological harm by “escaping,” 
or naturalizing into the wild. A few of 
these “botanical barbarians” include 
Scotch broom, purple loosestrife, Eng- 
lish ivy and knapweed. 

To help home gardeners and land- 
scape designers make sound ecological 
choices about what to plant in their 
gardens, the Oregon State University 
Extension Service has developed a 
52-page color publication called Gar- 
denSmart Oregon in cooperation with 
several other public and private organi- 
zations. 

The photo-illustrated publication 
discusses 25 of the most commonly 
invasive plants in Oregon and provides 
non-invasive alternatives. Available 
online or in print, this booklet offers 
gardeners, landscape pond owners and 
landscape designers many choices of 
non-invasive plants for Oregon's grow- 
ing conditions, while protecting the 
health and beauty of Oregon’s natural 
lands and waters. 


For example, butterfly bush (Bud- 
dleja davidii)has been widely planted as 
a flowering shrub in the Pacific North- 
west. In milder regions of the state, it 
has escaped, forming crowded stands 
along riverbanks and in harvested for- 
estlands, pastures and open waste areas, 
displacing valuable natives such as wil- 
lows. It spreads by broken stem frag- 
ments and by wind and water dispersed 
seeds. 

In place of butterfly bush, Gar- 
denSmart recommends planting non- 
invasive flowering shrub alternatives 
including native red flowering currant, 
mock orange or blue elderberry or non- 
invasive ornamentals such as eastern 
ninebark, beautyberry or Korean spice- 
bush viburnum. 

“Invasive plants can become seri- 
ous problems that threaten water quali- 
ty, wildlife and our economy by crowd- 
ing out native plants, changing stream 
flows, increasing erosion, competing 
with crops or creating fire hazards,” ex- 
plained Sam Chan, aquatic ecosystems 
health educator with the OSU-based 
Sea Grant program. 

“Every Oregonian can do some- 
thing to safeguard what we love about 
our state,” said Chan. “The first step is 
to avoid purchasing, planting, or grow- 
ing invasive plants.”

The Importance of Your NPSO Membership

he Native Plant Society of Oregon 

(NPSO) began almost 50 years ago 
in Portland. Since then, the Society has 
increased to 13 chapters around the 
state that sponsor local monthly meet- 
ings, presentations by guest speakers, 
field trips, and other activities. The So- 
ciety brings together Oregonians from 
all walks of life who share a passion 
for learning about native plants—their 
biology, ecology, and habitats—and a 
commitment to ensuring their conser- 
vation and protection. 

Native plants and their habitats, 
as we are all aware, are threatened by 


expanding human population growth, 
land development, land management 
practices, non-native invasive plants 
and animals, and pollution. NPSO 
chapters around the state are actively 
involved with issues in their local com- 
munities that may affect native plants. 
The NPSO state board joins the efforts 
of local chapters in tackling conserva- 
tion issues across Oregon, several recent 
examples being actions we have taken 
on: 1) a proposed liquid natural gas 
(LNG) pipeline which threatens the 
rare serpentine-inhabiting species of 
mariposa lily (Calochortus coxii) near

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Roseburg; 2) discovery that a poten- 
tially invasive species of Australian tree 
fern (Sphaeropteris cooperi) has recently 
shown up along the coast in southern 
Oregon; and 3) the Bureau of Land 
Managements WOPR (Western Or- 
egon Plan Revisions) which proposes 
to dramatically increase timber harvest 
and allow logging of almost one-third 
of old-growth forests remaining on 
BLM lands in western Oregon. 

Issues such as these require the at- 
tention of a state-wide organization 
dedicated to the conservation and 
protection of native plants and their 
habitats. The NPSO is the only non- 
profit, all-volunteer organization in 
the state focused solely on native plant

DAVID WAGNER 
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Stream Restoration With Home-Grown Native Plants

L October of 2006 we moved to 

our present permanent home ap- 
proximately 4 miles west of the town 
of Oakland, on 10 hilly acres at about 
900' elevation, right above another 10 
acres we purchased in 2002 as a “get- 
away property. Both acreages had been 
logged in 1998 in a manner that can 
only be described as brutal, causing 

the seasonal creek which runs through 
both parcels to suffer badly from ero- 
sion. The average annual rainfall for our 
location is 40 inches, which falls mainly 
in the winter and early spring months. 
In those seasons our little stream (“Type 
F” in Oregon Forest Practices Rules no- 
menclature, meaning it is not fish-bear- 
ing and therefore deemed unimportant) 
can in full flow sound like a miniature 
Niagara Falls. The water collects from 
the slopes of the property immediately 
above ours, comes down a hill and into 
a small canyon, finally to emerge on 
terrain of a gentler slope before it leaves 
our property to eventually flow into 
Dodge Creek, a tributary of Calapooia 
Creek, itself a tributary of the Umpqua. 
Our portion of this unnamed seasonal 
creek has, over the last 10 years, suf- 
fered stream bank failures, severe chan- 
nel down-cutting, and soil slippage on 
slopes above, which are disturbing signs 
that all is not well with this beautiful 
little waterway. 

This damage alarmed us, and we 
began placing large stones in the creek 
at vulnerable points, putting straw hay 
bales held by large tree branch poles in 
the creekbed, and placing some cuttings 
of Scouler willow (Salix scouleriana) in 
the sides of the creekbed. This worked 
somewhat, but it was soon clear that 
we needed to do more. About this 
same time we decided to look into hav- 
ing our property designated a wildlife 
conservation area. Marnie Allbritten, 

a biologist from the Oregon Depart- 
ment of Fish and Wildlife, helped us fill 
out a very detailed form which asked 
about soils, critters, plants, water, etc. 
on our land, and finally, in early 2008, 
our entire 20 acres was placed under 

a Wildlife Habitat Conservation and 
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Management Plan. The terms of this 
Plan called for, among other things, 
creek restoration and the establishment 
of riparian vegetation, as well as the re- 
moval of invasive plants (mainly Scotch 
broom) in the next five years and Or- 
egon white oak habitat development 
and maintenance in certain areas on 
our property where they are dominant. 
Taken together, all these steps would 
contribute to the enhancement of wild- 
life species native to this area. 

With this designation under our 
belts, we are redoubling efforts to re- 
store our stream, especially since the 
owner of the land above us just had 
three acres clearcut in late October, 
2008. Scores of trees of many species 
were toppled, and much debris is fill- 
ing the streambed (the stream actually 
begins at this point). We are concerned 
about what will happen to the water 
catchment above us without these mad- 
rone, Douglas-fir, and Incense-cedar. 
However, the debris in the bed of the 
stream will probably do more good 
than harm now that the trees are gone, 
for it will hopefully act as a barrier to 
prevent water from rushing down the 
bed from the newly-bare soil. 

With the occasional help of his son 
Jason (when he can make it up from the 
Bay area), Mike hauls and places large 
bales of straw supported by logs at cru- 
cial points in the stream to act as check- 
dams, which collect and hold back silt. 
We are using native plant cuttings and 
seed-grown natives from our own land 
to place in and along the creek, such as 
big-leaf maple (Acer macrophyllum), wil- 
lows (Salix spp.), Oregon ash (Fraxinus 
latifolia), red-flowering currant (Ribes 
sanguineum), and thimbleberry (Rubus 
parviflorus). Douglas-fir (Pseudotsuga 
menziesi1), Ponderosa pine (Pinus pon- 
derosa), and incense-cedar (Calocedrus 
decurrens), purchased from Douglas 
Soil and Water Conservation District in 
June 2007and 2008, are being placed 
above the high-water mark to stabilize 
the upper soil areas. 

Most of our field work is done in 
the fall and winter months, when the 


numbers of yellow jackets and hornets 
has subsided, and cooler temperatures 
make for more pleasant working condi- 
tions. The fall is the season to remove 
invasive plant species such as non- 
native blackberries and Scotch broom 
so that desirable plant species are freed 
up and the ground can be prepared for 
winter planting from our inventory 

of native plants. Many of the new na- 
tive plants must have wire cages placed 
around them to prevent deer damage, 
for although we want to encourage the 
browsing of the larger native shrubs and 
trees, the small natives just two or three 
years old have to get much larger before 
they can sustain such browsing and still 
thrive. 

During the spring and early sum- 
mer we maintain an extensive trail 
system by mowing existing paths and 
cutting back overhanging berries and 
as much of the troublesome poison oak 
as we can manage. This enables us to 
monitor the progress of our new plant- 
ings, to control invasive plant species, 
and to deliver water to first-year plant- 
ings. Since our entire property is on a 
south-facing slope, water is crucial for 
the survival of the new plants. It is de- 
livered by a hand-held hose (or bucket, 
for those plants uphill from the trails) 
from a 35-gallon tank transported by 
our DR Power Wagon, a wonderful in- 
vention indeed, a motorized cart which 
travels with ease along the trails and 
roads. 

Although some new plants perished 
from the harsh summer conditions of a 
few months back, many others made it 
and apparently have some pretty effec- 
tive root systems established. Looking 
into the streambed these days, we see 
the check-dams are beginning to collect 
water and silt behind them, and we're 
encouraged enough to begin again with 
planting along the sides of the stream- 
bed. We're invigorated by the crisp fall 
weather, and inspired by the healing 
power of nature to once more contrib- 
ute our puny efforts to the process of 
restoring this land we love so much. 
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Seasonal Change at Tire Mountain

i Brice (November 16), when I 
should have been wrapping up 

this issue of the Bulletin, I went for a 
hike on Tire Mountain, one of my very 
favorite places in the nearby Western 
Cascades. These late season trips are 
extra special as the weather may change 
any day, bringing snow that may block 
the roads and postpone my cherished 
mountain outings until next spring. 

It was a gorgeous sunny day. A 
temperature inversion pushed the tem- 
perature up into the 60s and capped 
the haze over Oakridge below me with 
an invisible lid. While there was little 
in bloom (a few candyflowers and some 
small knotweeds), there is still much to 
discover this time of year. I was most 
interested in seeing how plants respond 
to the change from summer to winter. 

Naturally, many plants are going 
dormant. A number of the deciduous 
trees and shrubs were still clothed in 
their autumn colors, including some 
lovely Viburnum ellipticum in shades 
from yellow to bronzy red. Others, 
including the vine maples, had already 
lost all their leaves. Herbaceous peren- 
nials, such as Oxalis oregana and inside- 
out flower (Vancouveria hexandra) 


covered the ground with their 
buttery yellow leaves. Abundant 
along the trail were a number of 
evergreen plants, including sword 
fern, wild ginger (Asarum cauda- 
tum) and small-flowered alumroot 
(Heuchera micrantha), that will 
prevent the ground from seeming 
bare when the others are gone. 
Some species have only 
recently come out of dormancy. 
Licorice ferns (Polypodium glycyr- 
rhiza), Selaginella wallacei, and 
western saxifrage (Saxifraga ru- 
fidula) come back to life after fall 
rains break the summer drought. 
Lomatium hallii and L. utricu- 
latum have also reappeared with 
fresh leaves, but there is no sign of 
life below the dead flower stalks of 
L. dissectum or L. nudicaule. 
Somewhat surprisingly, quite 
a few plants are getting a jump 
start on next year. The sloping 
meadows of Tire Mountain are famous 
for their fabulous displays of colorful 
annuals each June. The meadows are 
void of flowers now, but a closer look 
at the green haze covering the soil re- 
veals countless tiny seedlings of Gilia 
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Fresh seedlings of monkeyflower (Mimulus guttatus)

(Plectritis congesta) [/ong-petioled one at upper right] 


capitata, Mimulus guttatus, Plectritis 
congesta, annual clovers and many more 
I don’t yet recognize, most having only 
their first pair of true leaves. The glori- 
ous promise they hold is what will sus- 
tain me through the coming winter.

conservation. The Society provides 
members with a way to voice and share 
their enthusiasm and concerns, become 
informed, and unite in taking up con- 
servation causes. [he NPSO monthly 
Bulletin and newly redesigned website 
assist in keeping members informed 
about chapter activities across Oregon. 
Each year the Society supports 
new field research dealing with native 
plants through the awarding of small 
grants given for the most part to stu- 
dents starting careers in areas of plant 
conservation or taxonomy. In just the 
last three years, we have awarded 14 
grants of up to $750 each. The goals of 
our field research grants are 1) stimulate 
basic field research into the biology 
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and distribution of Oregon’s native 
and naturalized flora and vegetation, 
particularly in the more remote areas 
of the state, and 2) to promote native 
plant conservation through better un- 
derstanding of Oregon's flora and veg- 
etation and the factors affecting their 
survival. Also, in conjunction with the 
Institute for Applied Ecology, we have 
helped fund internships that provide 
field experience to individuals consider- 
ing restoration ecology or conservation 
biology as a career. 

The Society is a long-time finan- 
cial backer of the Oregon Flora Project 
and supports scholarships and targeted 
projects through the special funds listed 
on the membership form. Most impor- 
tantly, however, it is the involvement of 
over 900 members in chapters around 
Oregon that creates a statewide, grass- 


roots network of plant conservationists 
who stay informed about activities and 
issues that may affect native plants in 
and around their local communities. 

Landscape-altering activities 
around the state that threaten natural 
habitats and native plants will never 
abate. In the coming year, new issues 
will undoubtedly arise. With that in 
mind, we would like to encourage So- 
ciety members to renew their member- 
ships and warmly extend an invitation 
to friends, neighbors, and colleagues 
around the state to consider becoming 
new members of the NPSO—thereby 
joining in the effort to conserve our 
old-growth forests, oak woodlands, 
grasslands, wetlands, coastal dunes, and 
other natural habitats in Oregon, and 
the incredible native plant diversity they 
support.

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Highlights of October 25 State Board Meeting in Redmond

he High Desert Chapter hosted 

this quarterly meeting in Red- 
mond at the Public Library, and was 
congratulated on their enthusiasm and 
thanked by the attendees for the coffee 
and goodies provided. Those present 
included President David Lebo, Vice 
President Dan Luoma, retiring Bulletin 
editor Tanya Harvey, Umpqua Valley 
Chapter’s Sam Friedman, Board mem- 
ber Judi Sanders, Fellows Committee 
representative Rhoda Love, Treasurer 
Cyndi Dion, Emerald Chapter’s presi- 
dent Brian Basor, High Desert Chap- 
ter’s president Eileen Obermiller, and 
Berta Youtie and two visitors, also from 
the High Desert Chapter. 

Clay Gautier sent a membership 
report addressing the problem of de- 
clining membership, which sparked a 
useful discussion by the Board. David 
Lebo and Dan Luoma volunteered 
to write a front-page article for the 
December Bulletin which will urge 
our members to renew, and ask each 
Chapter to do all it can to encourage 
continuing memberships. 

An Occasional Paper Report, sent 
by John Christy et a/, comparing the 
flora of Portland in Martin W. Gor- 
man’s time (ca. 1875) with the flora of 
today, will go to press early in 2009. 
The Board voted to carry over funds 
to help with publication fees into next 
year, planning to be reimbursed from 
sales and hoping also to realize a profit 
(as happened from Papers 1 and 2, now 
out of print). Following this, Rhoda 
Love, in her report on the Fellows 
Committee, stated that Frank Callahan 
of Siskiyou Chapter has been nominat- 
ed by Cindy Roché as a Fellow of the 
Native Plant Society of Oregon. The 
Board approved the nomination. David 
Lebo, President, will write a letter to 
Mr. Callahan inviting him to accept his 
award at the 2009 Annual Meeting to 
be hosted by the Corvallis Chapter in 
Yachats in early summer. 

Chair Les Gottlieb communicated 
by letter to the Board that he can- 
not prepare a Federal listing petition 
for Calochortus coxii until population 
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numbers are more accurately known. 
Sam Friedman and Umpqua Valley 
Chapter will take on the challenge 

of planning a survey during the next 
blooming season. Then, reading from 
a report sent by Linda Hardison on 
the current status of the Oregon Flora 
Project, the Board learned that op- 
erations have resumed on the Project, 
thanks to a $105,300 award from the 
Oregon Community Foundation. 
These funds support a staff of 4 part- 
time employees and will cover work 
for a period of one year. Also, the Bu- 
reau of Land Management is funding 
a morphology database that will lead 
to an on-line identification key for 
the grasses and some other monocot 
families. Work is beginning on a “Con- 
tributor’s Guide” for the printed Flora 
of Oregon. Professor Jaman Talukdar is 
volunteering his time to prepare treat- 
ments of a number of families. NPSO 
members are urged to give generously 
during fundraising efforts for next year, 
which will take place in December 
2008 and January 2009, to make pos- 
sible payment of salaries beyond the 
one year the grant provides. 

Dan Luoma discussed the Aus- 
tralian tree fern, pointing out that the 
appearance of the non-native tree fern 
outside of cultivation in southwest 


Oregon indicates that the spores and 
gametophytes are now able to survive 
in this habitat. He suggested that the 
Board recommend to State Parks that 
the escaped trees be eradicated and that 
monitoring for new plants continue 

in the future. The Board agreed and 
David and Dan will collaborate on a 
letter with our recommendations. 

Longtime, outstanding Bulletin 
Editor Tanya Harvey, who will resign 
at the end of 2008, was thanked by the 
Board for her meritorious service. The 
Board also expressed a “welcome on 
board” to new co-editors Celia Scott 
and India de Kanter. It was decided 
that the number of Bulletin issues will 
be reduced from 11 to 10 per year 
with a single December/January issue. 
Submissions should continue to be ad- 
dressed to Bulletin@NPSOregon.org. 

Dan Luoma reported that 2009's 
Annual Meeting, hosted by the Corval- 
lis Chapter, will be held in late May or 
early June in Yachats. Dan also pointed 
out that NPSO will celebrate its 50th 
birthday in 2011, and suggested that 
that year’s Annual Meeting be held in 
Portland, where we began! 

The next Board meeting will take 
place on January 24 in Salem or Mc-
